Declares U.S. 
Court Threat 
to Government

CHICAGO (AP) — Sen. Barry 


Goldwalcr said today that the 
Supreme Court, by not using 
judicial restraint, threatens our 
present system of government. 


In a speech prepared for 


delivery to the American Politi- 
cal Science Assn., the Republi- 
can presidential candidate said: 


"F weigh my words carefully 


when I say that — of all three 
brandies 
of 
government — 


today's Supreme Court is the 
least faithful to the constitution- 
al tradition of a limited govern- 
ment, and to the principle of 
legitimacy 
in the exercise of 
power." 


Twice Thursday Goldwater 


criticized the court's decision on 
reapportionment of state leg- 
islatures.

Repeatedly he has 
accused President Lyndon B. 
Johnson of being "power mad."

constitutionalist," 


Goldwater said, "it it at least as 
important that the use of power 
be legitimate than that it be 
beneficial." 


And with this he svyitccd his 


attack to the court and its pray- 
er 
and reapportionmenl ver- 
dicts. 


"The decisions are defended, 


implicitly or explicitly, on the 
grounds that the results are 
desirable: that it really isn't 
good for children to say prayers 
in school, and that it really is 
desirable to have state legisla- 
tures, in their entirety, appor- 
tioned on a one man, one vote 
basis," Goldwater said.

there is raw and naked 


power. 


"The 
question, 
under 
our 


system of government, is not 
simply what decision is right 
but also who has the right to 
decide." 


And Goldwater declared: "If 


we exalt a 'strong executive' or 
a 'strong judiciary' — of, In- 
deed, a 'strong legislature' — at 
the expense of the checks and 
balances of federalism, and the 
principle of legitimacy in gov- 
ernment, we travel away from 
greatness as a nation. 


"We will move toward 
the 


manipulative state, where tne 
forms of federalism remain, but 
are ineffective — where govern- 
mental power Is concentrated in 
a few officials who are only 
nominally responsible to the 
public will, and where freedom 
Is nothing but a campaign 
slogan."
